Editorial From the Stars and Stripes
Hl‘llli is the editorial in full, taken from the issue of July 28, of the

Stars and Stripes, which 1 received last night:

“This Is the last sporting page the Stars and Stripes will print until an
Allled victory brings baclk peace.

"The reasons for the decision to discontinue an anclent institution are
almogt g pumerically great as Allied shells crashing Into German lines.

“They are nt least sufliciently thick to pulverize or blot out any objec-
tions that might be offered by those who have yet failed to see the light.

"This puaper realizes the great sid sport has given in the past in
developlng physical stamina and enduring morale among thousands of those
now making up the nations army,

“It recognizes the value of suelt tratndng Sur he fature. It wos sport
that first taught onr men to play the oome, to play it out, to play ¢ hard,
It was sport that browght aut the value of team play, of long, hard training
and the knack of thinking guickly at a vitel point of the contest.

"Bul kport as a spectacle, sport as an entertalnment for the sideliners,
has passed on and out, s ginmour in a competitive way has faded. 1ts lead-
Ing aturs wre either in the lron harness of war-—or forgotten—until Germany
ls heaten.
